HARYEY CHURCH ROW OVER POLITICS | 


Congregationalists Adopt a Non-Parti- 
sam Resolution at a Meeting. in 
Which Lively Speechés Are Made. 


*‘ Brothers and sisters who decline to ‘sup- 
port of the Prohtbition party are hypoerites 
of the deepest dye.’’ 

So writes Sister Millepaugh to the Congre- 
gational church. of Harvey. As the result 
of this letter the church is divided, a non- 
partisan political resolution being ingrafted 
upon the discipline at a. lively meeting last 
night. 

Ex-Mayor Thomas McFarlane, a trustee, 
fitroduced the ®esolution; which read as fol- 
lows: - aaa 

“ Resolved, That henceforth as a chyrch 
we will oceupy a strictly non-partisan basis; 
that we will in no manner encourage any 
political creed or recognize any party as hay- 
ing claims upon church indorsement.”’ 

Mr. McFarlane said: “ There seems to be 
an impression abroad that this church fs 
hopelessly divided upon political lines. It 
has been publicly said by a member of a 
third party: ‘ We have the votes, the other 
side has the means.’ Again, I am credibly 
informed one of our woman members de- 
clared on last Sunday in explanation of her 
rejection of the commumion that she had 
taken the sacrament for tife last time from 
the hand of a Republican,”’ 

W. 8. Coryell, leader of the prohibition 
wing, accused McFarlane of branding cvery- 
thing that savored of temperance both with- 
in the church and without. He believed 
there could be no temperance apart from 
prohibition. 

McFarlane in reply quoted from the letter 
from a Mrs. Milispaugh of California, for- 
merly of Harvey, who requested a letter of 
transfer, because she could no longer belong 
to a church whose pastor was a Republican. 
The speaker protested against such utter- 
ances. 

At this point Lucy Page Gaston said: “ Let 
us be calm and dispassionate, my friends. I 
have been reading the life of Wendell Phil- 
lips anew, and it is wonderful how history 
repeats itself. We will all be wondering one 
of these days how such a debate as this 
could ever have occurred.” 

Mr. Coryell then said the division in the 
church could cease only by forcing the Pro- 
hibitionists out of the church altogether. 
Before taking his seat he accused the tellers 
of the church, four young men, of fraudu- 
lently suppressing six ballots cast for him 
when posting the returns of a vote for church 
clerk, which’ had been concluded just prior 
to the introduction of the resolution.

On the fourth flo¢dr the family of John 
Hogan, a printer, finathéir home. Hogan 
was absent last evening when his wife start- 
ed to prepare the lamps. In filling a lamp 
some of the oil dropped on her clothing, 
and while she was engaged at the kitchen 
stove her apron took fire. She dashed wild- 
ly about crying for help. The children ran 
screaming from the room, and their cries 
as well as those of the burning woman, 
alarmed the tenants. 

Maria Barberi, seated in the little sitting- 
room on the second floor, was among the 
first to hear the cries. She grabbed a bilan- 
ket from the bed and ran up-stairs. Reach- 
ing the top floor she was confronted by a 
crowd of panic-stricken tenants. 

Mrs. Hogan had been out on a balcony and 
was running up and down, a pillar of flame, 
when Maria, with the blanket about her 
shoulders, clambered out to her.

NEW SOLUTION FOR PERPETUAL MOTION 


J. G. Kaller of Mankato, Minn., Invents 
a Hydraulic Motor from Which 
He Expects Wonders. 


St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 30.—[{Special.]—J. G. 
Kaller of Mankato, Minn., has applied for a 
patent for an invention wh.ech he says will 
take the place of steam engines and electric 
motors. The device is called a hydraulic 
motor, and the principle upon which it 
works is the natural law which causes 
lighter substances than water to rise to 
the surface. 3 

An endiess chain of small air-tight tanks 
is placed over two sprocket wheels in such 
@ manner that on one side it will pass up- 
ward through a large tank of water. As 
each air tank enters the water tank from 
below through a water-tight valve it: will 
be foreéd to the surface by the superior 
weight of the water, and in this way the 
chain will be kept in perpetual motion, re- 
volving the sprocket wheels, to which shafts 
are attached. 

Thus, if the claims of the inventor are 
true, the motor will run on indefinitely 
without fuel. He claims that the first cost 
will. be less than that of a steaimn engine, 
while the operating expense. will be so small 
that all other motive powers will be driven 
out of use. 

Hydraulic motors to furnish any horse- 
power required can be constructed. Mr. 
Kaller has not yet constructed one of his 
motors, but will do so soon and has no doubt 
of its complete success.

Havana, Dec. 30, via Key West, Fia.. Dec. 
30.—‘* Maceo is alive” is the Cubans’ joyful 
cry. 

The first rumors, accepted with increduli- 
ty, are now gaining ground. Information is 
coming into the city daily giving precise de- 
tails. It is said that when he fell from his 
horse his followers thought him dead, but 
found that he was still living, and spread the 
news that he was dead in order to carry him 
to a place of safety. 

Under a strong escort they carried him to 
the Siguanca Hospital, where, under the 
skillful treatment of Drs. Fermin, Valdes. 
Dominguez, and Panchon Dominguez, the 
chief is now slowly recovering. 

The acute period has now passed, It seems 
that only one wound is dangerous, that be- 
ing in the stomach. Fortunately the bullet 
did not touch the intestines. 

It was feared that peritonitis might set in, 
but he escaped this. 

The other wounds are in the jaw and back 
and are orly slight. No bones were fractured.

REPORTED BANK ROBBERY IN JOWA. 


At Sully, a Town Without Telegraphic 
Connection, Robbers Are Said 
to Have Made a Haul. 


Des Moines, Ia., Dec. 30.—Word comes 
from Sully, Ia., a small town near Newton, 
that robbers looted the State Bank at that 
point last night. The bank was incorporat- 
ed in 1891 with $5,000 capital. The deposits 
were about $17,000. A. Smith is President 
and L. A. Sherman Cashier. Details of the 
robbery are hard to obtain because the town 
has no telegraph connection. It is reported 
the robbers entered the bank, blew open the 
safe with dynamite, and carried away an 
amount of cash estimated at from $5,000 
to $20,000. 

It is now reported the vault was blown 
open and an unknown amount of money 
taken. The robbers did not get into the 
safe, it fs said, and it is claimed only $15 is 
missed so far. There is great excitement 
in the place, as all the well-to-do people 
were depositors. The Bank of Sully was es- 
tablished in 1889. Its President is A. Smith 
and its cashier L. H. Sherman. Its paid up 
capital is $50,000; undivided profits, $8,000: 
average dcposits, $17,500; average loans and 
discounts, $22,500. Its principal correspond- 
ents are the First National Bank of Chicago 
and the Jasper County Bank of Newton.

NOW FOR THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


After the stormiest meeting in its history, 
during which some of the Trustees all but 
came to blows, the Drainage Board yester- 
day decided that it needed $3,685,648 more in 
cash and two years more in time to complete 
its work. Then it referred the matter to the 
Judiciary comntittee, with instructions to 
draw up a bill for introduction in the coming 
General Assembly, and embodying the means 
for raising the added sum of money. 

It is probable the increase will be asked 
through an extension for two years of the 
1% per cent tax levy. Another method sug- 
gested is to swell the assessed valuation of 
the Sanitary District from $240,000,000 to 
$300,000,000, so as to make available the re- 
sini $3,685,648 through additional bond 
sales. 

Trustee Braden, the renegade Republican, 
elected to membership in the board by the 
grace of Martin B. Madden and the “ county 
machine,” is chiefly responsible for the action 
taken yesterday. The four Democratic 
Trustees were with him in the fight. 


Eckhart Is the Buit. 


During the furious storm, which lasted 
four hours, the lightning played chiefly 
about the head of Trustee Eckhart. .Carier, 
Boidenweck, and Mailette, who with Mr. 
Eckhart constitute the minority, stood by 
him heroically, but the new combination, 
which recently put Trustee Kelly into the 
Presidency, was in the saddie and lost no 
opportunity to lay the whip on the backs of 
those who opposed them. 

The question at issue yesterday was that 
raised by Mr. Eckhart some time ago in his 
final report as President regarding the pres- 
ent financial status of the Drainage District. 
He held that there was money enough in 
sight to complete the main channel without 
going to the Legislature for  fum 
ther. assistance. The: m was 
referred to the Financial commit- 
tee, of which Frank Wenter is Chair- 
man, and for three weeks it has been in the 
hands of his committee. Yesterday its re- 
port was submitted, and it was just what 
was foretold in THE TRIBUNE a week ago.

“This exhibit shows plainly the “least 
amount’ réqtired to complete the * Work. 
Your ‘committee cannot find a way to in- 
dicate, under existing laws, how this ad- 
ditional amount hecessary to complete this 
enterprise within the next two years, can 
be realized. You have exhausted your bond 
issue by the constitutional limitation. of 
5 per cent om the assessed valuation of the 
property in the district. The additional 
tax levy of 1 per cent, granted by/the last 
Legisiature, already is anticipated in your 
resources. The district has no other in- 
come,,.hence,. there is but one way to_get 
relief—to go again to the Legisiature or 
Tilinofs, request an extension ot the 1% per 
cent tax levy to cover the year 1SUS, and a 
taxing power of not less thamd per ecnt 
for the year 1899. 


Cause Recommended Conditionally. 


“ However, your committee is not prepared

through the sale of additional bonds. As

Immediate results in the right.direc- 
tion must be had; otherwise the mighty en- 
terprise will be delayed for want of $3,600,000.

Amount needed to complete 
First Estimate Is Discussed. 

“Many opinions are constantly expressed 
as to the estimated cost of the channe) at 
the time of the election of the first trustees 
in 1889. The first official estimate was made 
by Chief Engineer Worthen and Consulting 
Engineer Newton on Jan. 13, 1881 (page 118 
of the proceedings), which was referred to 
the committee of the whole, who reported 
March 7, 1801 (page.149 of the proceedings). 
This estimate covered only the excavation 
of a channel from Robey street to a point 
below Joliet. Retaining walls, right of way, 
bridges, Desplaines River diversion, and 
deepening and widening of the South Branch 
of the Chicago River were omitted, and said 
estimate wae for the smallest channel that 
the law would allow—that is, depth 14 feet 
in the earth and 18 feet in the rock, whereas 
the present channel now under construction 
will have a uniform depth of 22Teet of water 
from Robey street to Leckport, having 
greater capacity of flow and slower cur- 
rent, thereby being le6s detrimental to its 
earth banks. 
U4: Pre Gost of the entire channel 
and Desplaines River diversion, for excavat- 
ing material as now under construction 
from Robey street to Lockport (of which 
over 90 per cent is completed), is $19,262.604. 
Adi to above amount $55,118 for controlling 
works connection, $575,260 for the tail-race, 
and $900,000 for construction through the 
City of Joliet, making a grand total of 
$20,792,982. 

Balance in Favor of Present Channel. 

“The Worthen & Newton estimates re- 
ferred to placed the amount, for a smaller 
channel than the present, covering the same 
distance and items of expense, except retain- 
ing walls, at $22,700,000; by deducting the 
eost of the present channel from the fore- 
going leaves a balance of $1,907,017 in favor 
of our channel, the same being larger and 
deeper in every way; therefore, the construc- 
tion of the present channel proves one thing 
clearly, the cost does not overrun any of the 
early estimates based on reliable data; to 
the contrary, the construction is being done 
at a less cost. 

“The total cost. of the present canal, ex- 
cepting charge for interest on bonds and tax 
warrants paid, due or to become due, 
amounts to $28,482,176. This includes de- 
partmental expenses up to Jan. 1, 1899, right 
of way, censtruction accounts, bridges, high- 
ways, and the deepening of the Chicago 
River, and all work necessary for the com- 
pletion of the enterprise. 

“ Your committee is of the firm belief that 
the early completion of the channel is of 
greater concern to this city and its inhabi- 
tants than any- other public necessity that 
may appeal to its citizens. It lies within the 
physical power of this board, provided the 
means are forthcoming, to send a current of 
water through this chatinel before the hands 
on the dial of time oints to 1899.,”’

Her Lady Twombiey wasa 
creditable performance, although she faiied 
to carry out the comic side of the character. 
It could hardly be expected that she would 
realize the full significance of a part which 
was written for and acted by one of the best 
of broad comedians—Mrs, John Wood. . 

Great care had evidently been teken to 
have the piece properly prepared, and Mr. 
Conway certainly deserves credit not only 
for aiming high but for coming as near the 
mark as circumstances would admit.

The story of the chase by a Spanish man- 
of-war is confirmed, the Three Friends be- 
ing obliged to leave the Cuban coast just as 
it was getting ready to land its cargo. The 
steamer headed for the Florida coast, and 
having but a few tons of coal on board it 
landed the men on a key near to Key West, 
afterward putting in at that port, where it 
was seized. The Dauntiess has now gone 
to take the men and munitions of war off 
the key, and will make an effort to land 
them in Cuba. Before the return of the 
Dauntless to this port it will also endeavor 
to land another expedition. 

Palma Calis It a Victory. 

New York, Dec, 30.—Tomas Estrada 
Palma, President of the Cuban Junta, said 
today after reading the order of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury relative to the Daunt- 
less clearance: 

‘“ This is a victory for us so far asitaliows 
the boat .to leave port. We have forced the 
authorities at Washington to give us clear- 
ance papers, although some time ago they 
declared that such boats ase the Dauntiess 
could not get them except under stringent 
restrictions. This is a step forward. 

“Tf a vessel clears for a certain port she 
has to give a reasonable excuse if ashe does 
not deliver her cargo at that point. But 
stress of weather, you know, or some other 
accident, might compel her to throw the 
cargo overboar¢ or deliver it somewhere 
else. We in New York know nothing of the 
Dauntiess’ case. We hope dt will result in 
a proper construction of the law which is 
now vague and difficult to understand. Even 
the authorities at Washington are all at sea 
regarding it, andit will be a good thing that 
we have got a ruling.” 

Bermuda Is Searched, 


The steamer Bermuda, known in connec-? 
tion with alleged filibustering expeditions 
to Cuba, was searched by a United States 
Son officer as it lay off Liberty Island 
today. 

Last night the Bermuda took coal and pro- 
visions on board and today shi a crew 
of twenty-five men. The re ue cutter 
Manhattan is prepared to accompany the 
steamer to the three-mile limit when it 
goes to sea. 

Many Cargoes Landed, 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 30.—(Special.}—The 
second engineer of the Three Friends, which 
has become so famous in connection with 
expeditions to Cuba, was J. H. Halliday, who 
is now in Philadepihia awaiting ship for 
England. He saws he was with the alleged 
filibuster from the time it began the Cuban 
voyages, twenty-two months ago. In the 
nineteen trips made it landed sixteen whole 
cargoes and half of a seventeenth, when 
surprised by a Spanish gunboat.

He had peen steadily 
improving ever since, but when the news of 
his heavy losses in recent financial mis- 
fortunes, and the Strawboard trust became 
known, those who knew him intimately 
expressed the fear that it would cause a 
relapse of his former trouble. 

Native of New York. 

Mr. MeMullin was born in Watertown, 
N. Y., on Nov. 13, 1836. There he wasreared 
and educated. In 1856 he left his home for 
Decatur, Ill., where he entered the service 
of the Great Western railway, now the 
Wabash, as a clerk. 

His first connection with the Chicago and 
Alton was at Springfield as local agent. He 
came to Chicago in 1863 ap local agent of 
the same road, and in this city it was that 
he rose through the successive ranks of 
Assistant Superinterident, General Superin- 
tendent, General Manager, and Vi¢e-Presi- 
dent, holding the latter position up to two 
years ago. He was a director of the road 
to the day of his death. 

In politics Mr. McMullin was a Republican, 
but not an active partisan. During his rail- 
way service at Springfield he made the 
acquaintance of Abraham Lincolm then an 
attorney. During the war Mr. McMullin 
displaye@ marked executive ability in for- 
warding troops to the seat of war, evoking 
the commendation of the government and 
advancement from his employers. 

Marries an Illinois Girl. 

Tt was in 1860 that Mr. McMullin married 
Miss Henrietta A. Mason at Decatur, Ill. 
Mr. McMullin was at that time in the em- 
ploy of the Chicago and Alton road. Miss 
Mason was a niece of ex-Mayor Roswell! D. 
Mason of Chica Two children were born 
to the couple, Frank I. McMullim and Mrs. 
F. H. Page. 

The greater t of the last thirty-three 
years during which Mr. McMullin had been 
in Chicago were spent in the neighborhood 
where he died. His handsome residence in 
West Adams street is a landmark. 

The funeral will take place on Saturday 
afternoon from Mr. McMullin’s late home. 
The officiating minister will be the Rev. Dr. 
John 8. Withrow of the Third Presbyterian 
Church, at which Mr. McMullin was an at- 
téndant. 


SHOOTING IN ST. LOUIS COURT-HOUSE. 


Jacob Fischel, a Diverece Litigant, 
Wounds His Wife and Her 
Uncle, 

St. Louis, Mo., ‘Dec. 30.—[{Specia!l.}]—Jeal- 
ously insane and determined that the 
woman who did not want him longer as a 
husband should die, Jacob Fischel tried to 
murder his wife, Mrs. Theresa Fischel, and 
her uncle, Julius Schreiber, this morning in 
the Court-House. 

He fired threé“shots, but ‘caused only a 
slight abrasion on the left shoulder of the 
woman and a flesh wound in the left breast 
of Schreiber. Attorney Walter F. McEn- 
tire, who is the legal representative of the 
woman, had a narrow escape. 

The shooting was deliberate and in cold 
blood. It was begun in the corridor of the 
first floor of the north wing of the Court 
House and ended in Judge Wood's court, 
which was in session at the time and full of 
people. 

Judge Wood and Clerk Rodgers were di- 
rectly in range. They dodged under their 
desks, while two of the bullets lodged in the 
wal over their heads, sending pieces of plas- 
ter in all directions. 

The wildest kind of a scene followed the 
shooting. Women and men screamed and 
rushed for. the windows to jump out, as the 
door was barred by Fischel, who stood there 
still holding the smoking revolver in his 
hand. No one knew when he would shoot 
again, nor what direction the bullet would 
take. 

Mrs. Fischel screamed: “My God, he is 
‘trying to kill us all. Iam shot,” and rushed 
to the far corner of the court-room and 
sank to the floor unconscious. 

Schreiber, who is an aged man, also sank 
to the floor. To get at the woman and con- 
tinue the shooting Fischel had to step over 
his prostrate form. Fischel Thought he bad 
killed both Schreiber and his wife. He did 
not say a word, but still held omto his re- 
volver. All this} occurred in oe seconds. 

The panic in the court- , which a few 
minutes before had been the most orderly 
spot in the city, continued. Deputy Sheriff 
John H. Schaeperkoetter was the firsto re- 
cover. With a bound he. cleared a chair 
which st close to his desx and made for 
Fischel, who was still standing tn the door of 
the court, His first act was to disarm the 
man, and this he did in a shorter time than 
it takes to tell it. Fischel made no resist- 
ance, submitting quietly to arrest. Other 
Deputy Sheriffs ran to Schaeperkoetter’s as- 
sistance. The prisoner was taken through 
the main corridor into the Sheriff's office. 

Deputy Sheriff Schaeperkoetter hustled 
Fischel into a patrol wagon, and he was 
driven to the Four Courts. When Fischel ar- 
rived at the station he exclaimed: “I hope 
to God I made a good job of it. I hope they 
are both dead, and if the’ will only let me 
kill one more.I’ll be willing to be hanged.”’ 


DANIEL BOGLE BREATHES HIS LAST. 


Father of the Well-Known Democrat- 
ic Figure Passes Away After Two 
Years of Feeble Health. 


Daniel Bogle, father of Walter 8. Bogle, 
prominent in Democratic political’ circles; 
died last night at his home, No. 57 Twenty- 
third street, aged 77 years. 

Mr. Bogle had suffered from kidney trou- 
bie for some time, and his death was not a 
great surprise. His poor health followed 
soon after the death of his wife, two years 
ago, anditwo @ after the celebration of

It was in 1861 that Mr. Bogle came to Chi-

Srant a restraining order preventing the 
company from paying out any money. The 
matter will come up again in a week and in 
the meantime the company, which does a 
large business for estates and insolvents, 
will endeavor to secure enough money to 
tide it’ over by assessing the stockholders, 
who are reliable. 

The officers say that they can raise money 
enough to pay dollar for dollar, and that 
there will be no necessity forareceiver. The 
petition alleges that the company has $500,000 
on deposit, but other officers say that the 
amount is nearer $100,000. They are carry- 
ing on business in“all except the general 
banking department, and refuse to make 
any definite statement as to assets and lia- 
bilities. ‘ 

The Bankers’ Exchange Bank suspended 
payment for a few days.

As to 
the situation of the affairs of myself and 
brother I cannot go minutely into details. 
I will say to begin with, however, that the 
assignment of the Illinois properties was 
forced by me for the protection of my own 
interests. The moneys raised on the com- 
bined Lock paper mill and other joint prep- 
erties of William and John Van Nortwick 
by mortgages were not applied to the uses 
of the plants whereon the mortgages were 
placed, nor did I receive any of such pro- ' 
ceeds either for my joint or private inter- 
ests in any properties. 

“ a moneys so raised were applied by 
William Van Nortwick to his personal.enter- 
prises. In other words, I allowed William 
to use our joint credit to further his indl- 
vidual enterprises, and thus permitted In- 
cumbrances to be placed upon my share of 
our joint interests without receiving any of 
the benefits for the Habilities thus as- 
sumed. 


# Time Came to Oct. ; 

** When the liquidation of the Atlas Bank 
of Chicago made inevitable the failure of 
the Batavia Bank I decided that things had 
gone far enough and the time had come to 
protect my own interests at any cost. To 
that end I forced the assignment of the 
Western Paper. Bag company, owned by 
William, and the other interests of Wiiiam 
and myself owned in Illinois. 

* Then I hurried home to make an assign-. 
ment of my interests in all our joint and my 
personal Wisconsin properties. 

“This assignment would have been made 
on Tuesday but for delay in arranging for 
the assignee’s bond. . 

“ By thus bringing matters to a crisis be- 
gore they have gone too far I believe that all 

r abilities can be paid and all our Wis- 
consin properties saved, besides paying in 
full all the ereditors of the bank and all 
of my liabilities in Illinois: 


Purely for Self-Protection. 


**I believe that if the projected sale of the 
Appleton Manufacturing company is con- 
summated we can pay all liabilities and re- 
sume business at the bank and all other 
joint properties ip Lllinois as well. As to 
William’s private properties I cannot say. 
In: any event the Wisconsin properties in 
which I am intérested are safe, and will 
continue to run. As to those personal to 
William, again, I cannot say. 

“The assignment today of my interests 
in the plants mentioned will not close them 
down for a minute, nor put them as a whole 
in the hands of a receiver. It is only my 
personal interests therein that Mr. Baer 
will take charge of. All action taken by 
me has been absolutely necessary for sel[- 
protection, and has been taken from a purely 
business standpoint after no alternative 
was left. 

““ When the properties are saved and clear 
they probably will be divided between my 
brother and myself according to our re- 
spective interests, and our affairs con- 
ducted separtely hereafter.”’ 


Fight Fall of Danger. 


S. W. Stone, cashier of the Atlas Natipnal 
Bank, which had intimate relations witfi the 
Van Nortwick firm for many years, and in 
which the senior Van Nortwick was a large 
stockholder, said when the old gentleman 
died in 1890 he feft an estate worth between 
$2,000,000 and $4,000,000. The estimates of 
$5,000,000 Mr. Stone considered too large. 
The most striking thing about the estate 
was that it did not have a dollar of debt 
when it came into the possession of the two 
sons. 

Yesterday an attorney who is concerned in 
the settlements said that with the most 
favorable terms there would not be over 
$1,500,000 left. If the properties were put up i 
at forced sale at the present time, when 
everything except actual money seems to be 
a drug on the market they might not bring 
more. than the indebtedness. If the fight 
between the two brothers has the result of 
preventing any compromise with the cred- 
itors the entire Van Nortwick fortune may 
be wiped out. 

May Force a Collection. 


The Equitable Trust company, which was 
made the assignee of the Van Nortwick 
bank at Batavia, has a claim of $30,000 
against the Western Paper Bag.company, 
which may be forced to collection immediate- 
ly if the plans for settlement fail. 

While the sale of the Appleton Manufact- 
urihge company to Albert.and George Peck 
of Geneva was denied yesterday, it 

believed in Geneva to be 
true. For a long time Will- 
fam Van Nortwick has been eager to get 
the Pecks into his enterprises, and It is now 
thought certain that he has succeeded in 
unloading the Appleton Manufacturing com- 
pany upon them. That plant is said to be 
paying satisfactory returns, and a disaster 
to it would be a serious blow to the Village of 
Geneva, where the- Pecks are largely inter- 
ested. ’ 

Hopkins Denies There’s Trouble. 


Congresstnan Hopkins, the attorney for 
William M. Van Nortwick, when seen by 
a reporter for Tae TRIBUNE at Aurora last 
night, denied that John 8. Van Nortwick 
had parted ways with his brother, but said 
he was acting in perfect harmony with him 
in the settlement of affairs. 

The terms of settlement as agréed upon 
at Chicago,-were that the firm should be 
given sixty days in which to raise money 
to carry the pressing obligations. The 
clearing-house committee had accepted 
these terms as wholly satisfactory, and 
everything was on the way, Mr. Hopkins 
insisted, for a settlement, which would 
1eave everything intact, without the sacri- 
fice of any of the Van Nortwick properties. 

Legal Preliminaries Yet Remain. 

All that now remained to be done, Mr. 
Hopkins furthef said, was to arrange the 
legal preliminaries. Depositors in the Ba- 
tavia Bank could depend on getting their 
money within the sixty days for which the 
firm has asked. Mr. Hopkins’ law firm at 
Aurora has taken charge of the case for 
William M. Van ‘Nortwick, and before Mr. 
Hopkins’ departure for Washington on Fri- 
day he hopes to have the legal preliminaries 
arranged. 

The Aurora Congressmah, however, was 
as silent as the grave over the stand taken 
by John Mba Bet Ye in attaching the 
plant of the estern Paper Bag company 
on Tuesday, which he followed up by his 
assignment yesterday. He evidently hoped 
to bring the obstinate brother around by the 
time the legal documents were ready for 
signature. 


JONES HELD TO THE FEDERAL JURY 


United States Commissioner Pickard 
Acts on Embezzlement Charge. 

Benjamin B. Jones was held to the Pederal 
grand jury by United States Cajmmissioner 
Pickard yesterday for the embezzlement of 
$19,800 from the National Bank of Illinois. 
The indictment found against Jones a year 
ago was defective and a new complaint was 
taken out against him. 

Vice-Presidemt William A. Hammond and 
Cashier Carl Moll of the bank were placed off 
the stand, but they knew nothing definite 
of the alleged embezzlement. Ex-Judge 
Prendergast, representing Jones, cross-ex- 
amined the witnesses and attempted to lead 
into the present trouble of the bank, but the 
Commissioner declined te permit the exami- 
nation to go beyond the charge against

Three Financial Houses Announce 
. New Yenr’s Gifts. 
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‘WISH A QUICK PAYMENT. 


ILLINOIS NATIONAL DIRECTORS ARE 
MORE EAGER THAN DEPOSITORS, 


Interest at the Rate of $1,667 a Day Is 
Piling Up for the Suspended Con- 
cern to Meet, While Delays Con- 
tinue—By Advancing the First Div- 
idend of 50 Per Cent the Objection- 

able Charge Will Be Decreased 
One-Half—What Retards McKeon. 


; 

Directors of the National Bank of Illinois 
are becoming even more anxious than the 
depositors for the speedy payment of the 
first dividend of 50 per cent, which has been 
promised by Controller Meckels as soon as 
claims can be proved. Feeling confident 
that the depositors will be paid in full and 
there will be something left for the stock- 
holders, all out of the assets of the bank 
without any assessment, the way interest 
is accumulating, now that its funds are in 
idieness, fairly takes their breath away. 

This item of interest is costing the stock- 
holders $608,789 a year or $1,667 a day. These 
figures are on the basis of deposits in its 
last statement, when they amounted to 
$12,175,796. By the national banking law 
depositors are entitled to interest at 5 per 
cent from the day of suspension, if the bank’s 
assets pay out in full and there is anything 
left, The interest charge comes in ahead of 
the claim of stockholders on the remaining 
property. 

Benefit for the Depositors. 

By the‘payment of the 50 per cent divi- 
dend, the heavy interest charge will be re- 
duced one-half, and will not eat into the 
crumbs for the stockholders as fast as it 
does Now. In the end the depositors will 
come out a little ahead by reason of.the 
bank’s failure, the interest now being earned 
being much larger than if the bank were 
open, 

When the directors from the Clearing- 
House took the memorable.action which re- 
sulted in the suapension of the National 
Bank of Iilinols the following. resolution 
Was attached to the general action in&he 
form of a recommendation. It was written 
by Lyman J.,Gage, and was intended to 
allay public panic: 

“It is the declared opinion of the officers 
and directors of the bank that its resources 
are ample to pay all of its liabilities in full, 
100 cents on the dollar, and it is the opinion 
of the committee that adjusted claims 
against said bank may be considered ample 
security for loans at 75 per centum of their 
face value, and in event of liquidation of 
said bank we will recommend to the associ- 
ated banks an arrangement whereby such 
loans may be made available to creditors of 
— bank, as their convenience; may,re- 
guire.”’ 


Easiest for Good Customers. 


This recommendation has been interpreted 
by the banks to mean that they would ac- 
cept the certificates of indebtedness the same 
as any other collateral, taking into account 
not only the claim itself, but also the stand- 
ing and ability to pay of the applicant for 
a’ loan. Where the applicant has a good 
business and would be a desirable customer, 
he has had less trouble in securing accom- 
modations than if he were not likely to carry 
a large sum on deposit. 

“The cases of the Atlas and the National 
Bank of Illinois,” Mr. Lombard, Chair- 
man of the Clearing-House commit- 
tee, said yesterday, “are entirely unlike. 
In the case of the Atlas, the associated banks 
simply loaned the bank $600,000 to pay off 
its depositors, taking its assets as security. 
The bank will pay the interest on the loan 
out of the assets in our possession. If we 
paid the depositors of the National Bank of 
Illinois 75 per cent of their claims in the 
same way, where would we come out? 


Loans Not Promised for Everybody. 

“We never promised to loan everybody 
money on their claims against the National 
Bank of Illinois. We would not promise to 
loan everybody money on government 
bonds. We have taken care of a good many 
of the old customers of the National bank 
of Illinois, as have all tha associated banks, 
taking their claims as collateral, the same 
as any othercollateral When we believed 
the business of a customer might not be de- 
sirable we have not made the loan. That is 
all there is to it.’’ 

At the First National it was said many 
loana had been made to depositors in the 
suspended bank, frequently when the appli- 
cant did not open an account. Most of the 
depositors did not ask for the full 75 per 
cent. One man, with $65,000 on deposit, 
asked for only $5,000, as he did not.want to 
pay interest on more. 


Reasons for McKeon’s Delay. 


Receiver McKeon has as yet issued no ab- 
solute certificates of claims against the Na- 
tional Bank of INinois, and will mot be liable 
to do so for some tima This is due to the 
large foreign business of the institution, 
and time must be given to permit all the 
drafts of customers to go through. For in- 
stance, the day before the bank suspended 
a depositor might have turned in a draft on 
Bremen. It would have been placed to his 
credit as cash om the supposition that the 
draft was all right. But if it came back it 
would have been charged to the depositor’s 
account were the bank open. With ‘ae 
bank closed, the receiver must wait a reason- 
able length of time for protested paper to find 
its way back before he can issue absolute 
certificates of indebtedness. Until this is 
done there probably will be few absolute 
sales of deposit claims, 


PAULSEN SEEKS AN INJUNCTION. 


Says a Note for $30,000 in Atlas Bank 
Assets Is Fraudulent. 

A bill for an injunction was filed in the 
Circuit Court yesterday by William A. Paul- 
sen against the Atlas National Bank, in 
which the court is asked to restrain the 
bank from disposing of a note for $30,000 
which has been the subject of much conten- 
tion in connection with the fallure of the 
Central Trust and Savings Bank, of which 
the complainant was President. The court 
is also asked to restrain W. C. D. Grannis 
and Charles B. Farwell from disposing of 
their personal property or real estate or 
‘hindering the complainant from collecting 
damages which he may be awarded as a 
result of his recent suit for $250,000 against 
the defendants, 

In the Bill Paulsen says he believes that 
notwithstanding all the depositors of the 
Atias National Bank are being paid in full 
it is hopelessly insolvent, and will not pay 
its depositors from its own funds. He also 
says that notwithstanding the $30,000 note 
in question has already been adjudicated 
upon in the County and Circuit Courts as 
fraudulent, yet the Atlas National Bank 
etill holds him as indorser on the note, 

Paulsen states it is admitted that on the 
first day of the Atlas Bank's suspension 
nearly one-half of the capital had been bor- 
rowed by two of its directors in deflance 
of the national banking laws. He aiso 
charges that the officers and directors of the 
defendant bank provided for the payment 
of the depositors to escape the jurisdiction 
of the Controller of the Currency, who other- 
wise might have uted Grannis, Far- 
well, and Cashier Stone criminally.

MAY BE A LYNCHING AT BEDFORD. 


Meb Is Hunting the Perpetrator of a 
Motiveless Murder.

George Pace, aged 62, a highly respected 
woman, was murdered at her home four 
miles west of this city at 1 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon.

A stranger, described as a tall man of 
sandy compiexion, was seen in the vicinity 
about noon. It is said he was carrying a 
gun when seen. A determined body of men 
has armed itself and gone in search of the 
suspect, who, if found, will undoubtedly be 
lynched, as the mob is worked up to a frenzy 
owing to the character of the crime and the 
high standing of the victim. 

The Sheriff and a posse, with bloodhounds 
from Seymour and Orleans, are scour- 
ing the country for the murderer. If they 
succeed in landing him in jail it is feared he 
will-be removed by the mob when it returns

THE CURRENCY I8 A QUESTION OF 
PRACTICAL POLITICS. 

Senator Thurston of Nebraska is quoted 
as declaring that the only question demand- 
ing the attention of the next administration 
and Congress is that of revenue and that the 
currency question has passed out of prac- 
tical politics. 

If he said this he ignores two impoftant 
facts. One of them is that over six million 
people voted in November for a depreciated 
currency. Presumptively the six million 
voters have not changed their minds yet. 
It is true that over seven million voted fora 
sound currency, but an unconverted minor- 
ity df six millions is a menace to the pros- 
perity of the country. It is, large enough 
to disturb cautious men. 

In the next place the “ endless chain ” is 
still unbroken. Therefore there remain in 
existence 500 millions of demand notes— 
greenbacks and Shermans—which must be 
redeemed in gold on présentation and then 
reisstied to be again redeemed. The gov- 
ernment continnes to be the purveyor of 
gold for the merchants and the hoardefs. 

If several millions of gold are needed to 
settle adverse balances of trade those who 
have to ship the gold gather up greenbacks 
If the 
gold is not forthcoming the credit of the 


government is destroyed and its artificial 


currency system of uncovered paper and 
overvalued silver would collapse. 

Senator Thurston knows that there is but 
one way in which the government can get 
gold in the event of a serious run which de- 
pletes its reserve. That is by the sale for 
gold of bonds which are not specifically pay- 
able in gold. There are six million voters 
who contended that such sales when made 
by Cleveland were illegal. If President 
McKinley had to sefl such bonds next year 
those six million people would charge him 
with acting illegally. That would not make 
it any easier to dispose of bonds at a fair 
price. 

So the case standsthus: The government 
is obliged to furnish gold on demand. It 
has but one unsatisfactory method of get- 
ting gold, and there are six million people 
who are opposed to aresort to that method 
or to any method, for they want a collapse 
of the currency. 

If the eurrency question is not in prac- 
tical politics, what question is? It is true 
that at this moment there are no signs of 


“jirmediate danger. There is a gold reserve 


of \135 millions, and not many greenbacks 
are + presented for redemption. 

Is Senator Thurston so sure of the future 
that he will hazard all his worldly posses- 
sions on the continuance of the present 
condition of affairs for three months, six 
months, or a year? 

Supposing the world’s wheat crop is an 
excellent one next year and there is no for- 
eign demand for American wheat; suppos- 
ing as a consequence the balance of trade 
should be against the United States and the 
shipment of a hundred millions of gold be- 
came necessary. The Treasury would hare 
to furnish that gold: How would i get 
more? By “selling bonds in time of peace’? 

Suppose a war were to break out in Eu- 
rope in a few months, Then every govern- 
ment and bank would seek to add to its 
gold holdings. . They would all try to draw 
on the American stock; American securities 
would be sent here, sold for greenbacks, 
and gokd drawn out of the Treasury with 
them and shipped abroad. 

The greenmbacks thus redeemed would 
have to be reissued. .How would the Treas- 
ury get the gold with which to redeem 
them when presented the next time? 
More bonds of disputed legality would have 
to .be sold if purchasers: could be found 
for them. 

The New York banks hold 90 millions of 
legal tenders. The Boston, Philadelphia, 
and Baltimore banks may hold as miich. 
Supposing these banks were to present for 
redemptioti all the greenbacks and Sherman 
notes they hold, where would the govern- 
ment be? In a state of quasi-bankruptcy. 

It will be said the banks would not do that, 
for whatever would injure the government 
would injurethem. That is true of ordinary 
times. The banks have helped the Treasury 
so often that they would be the last to em- 
barrass it. But if they saw the gold reserve 
dwindling and nothing being done to re- 
plenish it they might say that “ self-pres- 
ervation was the first law of nature” and 
proceed to get what gold they could for i. 
greenbacks they had. 

But is it right that it should be in thie 
‘power of the banks at any moment to force 
the government to suspend specie payment? 
What European government is thus at the 
mercy of corporations created by it? Not 
one. ‘ 

More than that. As matters stand now 
the’ soundness of the currency, the faithful 
execution of contracts, and the preserva- 
tion. of credits depend on the man who is 


| President of the United States. The Em- 


peror of Germany or Austria-Hungary, the 
Queen 6f England, atid the French Presi- 
dem have no such power. i 

If President Cleve had not soli bonds 
‘to get gold there would have been a slump : 
to the 50-cent dollar-basis. Every contract 
would have been violated. Every savings 
bank depositor and every other creditor 
| would have been robbed. 
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In order to avert a possible crash he ‘has 
only the inadequate means which were at 
Cleveland’s disposal—the sale of bonds.° 
When the next Congress has settled the 
revenue question it should either take from 
the President the power he has regarding 
the currency by providing for the funding 
of the greenbacks, or it should give the 
President more power, so that he will be 
able to get easily all the gold he may need. 
But if Congress adopts the latter policy, 
the currency. will not be safe unless a sound 
money man is elected President four or 
eight or twelve years hence. The safest 
plan is to take no chances, and put the eur- 
rency on such a footing that even Bryan, if 
elected President, could do no harm without 
the codperation of Congress. 
RECORD OF SCIENCE FOR THE YEAR. 
The scientific progress of the world dur- 
ing the year now. drawing to a close has 
been notable for one sensational discovery 
-made early in January by Prof. Roentgen 
of Wurzburg. It has beén popularly termed 
the X ray, or the Roentgen ray, and no 
more scientific name has yet been applied

been determined by experimenters. The 
discovery bronght togethér and culminated 
the experiments of two distinct groups of 
scientific observers and furnished a new 
starting point at which all could unite in 
a new field of observation. One group of 
scientists for Pears had been follawing up 
and collating the facts of phosphorescence 
and its continuous manifestation, fluores- 
eence, with conspicuous success, while the 
other group had been experimenting with 
gases to determine fixed laws of effects 
when the gases were excited by electricity 
of high tension. The greatest achievement 
in this latter field was made by Prof. 
Crookes, who, supplementing the work of 
other physiciets, substituted gases for air 
and brought tube exhaustion to a close ap- 
proach to perfection. - He then changed the 
form of tubes and the materia! of the cur- 
rent-carriers, increased and diminished a¥ 
will the intensity of the electric discharge, 
and finally placed fluorescent substances in 
the tubes and succeeded in bringing them to 
vivid radiance. These advances along 
parallel but subtly related lines of effort 
resuited in experiments in 1804 by Prof. 
Paul Lenard which led him to declare that 
it was “ possible to obtain shadows of ob- 
jects through optically opaque substances, 
amd to produce an impression of these 
shadows: on photographic plates, which 
could afterwards be developed and fixed by 
ordinary photographic process.” Two years 
latér Prof. Roentgen repeated Prof. Le 
nard’s experiments with a slight modifica- 
tion, which proved to be the needed medium 
for wresting from science its great secret. 


Prof, Roentgen availed himself of the 
most advanced results of both groups of 
independent observers by inchlosing a va- 
cuum tube excited by electricity in black- 
ened cardboard treated with barium platino- 
¢yanide. This combination of the most 
nearly perfect method of tube exhaustion 
with the most advanced manifestation of 
fluorescence was the happy accident that 
resulted in the X ray, a cathode beam ac- 
companied by a radiance hitherto unknown, 
and scarcely to be called any form of light, 
although of fluorescent and photographic 
quality. Prof. Roentgen’s ‘discovery was 
the herald of immense activity in the phye 
ico-medical world, whose decisive results 
have been summarized succinctly by the 
New York Herald in these words: 

The fluorescent screen Was among the most re- 
markabié applications of the new discovery, mak- 
ing it possible to use the Roentgen rays not only 
in surgical cases, in searching for projectiles, 
foreign bodies, and lines of fracture, but to under- 
take anatomical and physiological studies and 
make the diagnosis of internal diseases. The im- 
portant aid thus given to the surgeon and the. 
doctor is sufficientiys obvious. There is another 
way in which the Roentgen rays connect them- 
selves with Dhysiology and may possibly influence 
medicine. It is found that if the skin is Long ex- 
posed to their action it becomes very much irri- 
tated—affected with a sort of aggravated sun- 
burning. This suggests the idea that the trans- 
mission of the rays through the human body 
may be not altogether a matter of indifference 
to interfial organs, but may, by long continued 
action, produce, according to the condition of the 
part concerned, injurious irritation or salutary 
stimulation. 

In medical science the record of the year 
shows few great marks'‘of progress except- 
ing the apparently assured success of the 
antitoxin treatmefit in diphtheria. This 
has been given a most exhaustiVe test and 
has proved itself an effective opponent of 
the dread disease. The serum method of 
treating several diseases has also been de- 
veloped by expert bacteriologists in the 
United States, England, and France, but 
has not reached a plane of convincing suc- 
cess. 

Electricity has furnished the most fruit- 
ful field for experiment and is constantly 
adding new wonders to the record of dis- 
covery and invention. Most of the suc- 
cesses of the year have been along old lines 
in developing ahd broadening the uses to 
which electricity is already apphed. : This 
is due chiefiy to the immense sums of money 
invested in industries depending on elec- 
tricity. In electric railways alone it is esti- 
mated that $700,000,000 is invested, while 
other large investments include $600,000,- 
0V0 in_electric lighting plants and $100,00v,- 
000 in electrical apparatus used in mining. 
Inventors and experts therefore have found 
it more remunerative to devote their efforts 
and experiments to improvements that 
would be of service to these industries. In 
electric lighting particularly there is room 
fd vast progress, for, in spite of the best 
efforts, it has been found impossible in the 
incafdescent electric lamp system to de- 
crease the waste of energy in heat below 
about 90 per cent. Several inventors claim 
to have devised methods for producing a 
practi cally ¢’ cold light,” but none has yet 
been stccessful enough to warrant general 
adoption. Cornell College has furnished the 
most interesting advance in untried tields in 
experiments with electricity on growing 
plants. Some astonishingly quick develop- 
ment was produced, but the practical value 
of the experiments is yet undetermined. 

linprovements are being made constantly 
in the telephone service, especially towards 
the perfection of “long distance ” talking. 
The most convincing evidence of the prog- 
ress of the year was given Oct. 9, Chicago 
day, when four long distance transmitters 
placed behind large sound-collecting funnels 
at a point in the-line of march carried the 
cheers and the music to New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, and other cities in the United 
States. Even the words of the cheers were 
recognizable in Eastern cities. In this same 
connection Edison has developed his kinet- 
“escope of Inst year into the yitascope of this 
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the photographic film by the Hight, and not to 
any deposited pigment. 

In every field of sciéntific ‘investigation 
and observation there has been a large 
number of minor discoveries or improve- 
ments on former discoveries, some of which 
may develop during the coming years into 
@ means of great progress to the race. Sev- 
eral times during the year the world seemed 
on the verge of the discovery of a practical 
method of producing a flying machine, but at 
each experiment some insuperable obstacle to 
success has interposed, It can be reasonably 
hoped, perhaps, that this may be one of the 
notable achievements of 1907, to take rank 
with some great progress, in embryo yet, 
in the field of electricity. 


SOUTHERN PORT DEFENSES. 

Tus Tripune has received the following 
from Gor. Mitchell of Florida: 

In view of the dangers which threaten the de- 
fenseless gulf and south Atlantic seaports of the 
United States, we' deem it prover to issue a call - 
for a convention in the interests of the gulf and 
south Atlantic harbors and their defenses and 
irnprovements. 

The object of this convention, which will assem- 
ble at Tampa, Fia., on the 20th day of January. 
1897. is to discuss methods for the proper defense of 
Southern harbors and also to devise means for 
their betterment. As loyal citizens of this re- 
public, it behooves us to heed the admonitions of 
wisdom and endeavor to speedily place our de- 
fenseless Southern ports in a condition to protect 
us from the possible peril ef foreign invasion. We 
beg to extend to you a cordial invitation to attend 
this convention. 

The General Government has already 
adopted plans for the defense of all the 
important seaports of the United States. 
The gulf and South Atlantic harbors are 
included, along with those on the North 
Atlantic and the Pacific. The needs of 
Florida have been looked after, as well as 
these of other seaboard States. 

Wérk has been begun under those plans. 
Fortifications are being constructed and 
high-power guns are being made to arm 
them with. Therefore it is hardly neces- 
sary to hold a convention to consider ex- 
clusively the question of South Atlantic and 
gulf defenses. 

The ports in those sections have been 
allotted their share of the money that has 
been appropriated. They are not entitled 
to any more. Some money has beeti ex- 
pended already in accordance with the plane 
of the Military Board. Some of it has 
been paid out on the newly completed forti- 
fications at Pensacola, a Florida city. Some 
has been used at New Orleans, Charleston, 
and some other Southern points where there 
is deep water. 

Florida will be taken care of by the 
General Government. As fast as the neces- 
sary money is appropriated by Congress it 
will be expended there and at other coast 
points as far north as Portland. 

If the Governor is doubtful as to the 
safety of Florida seacoast cities in the 
event of an immediate war with Spain, he 
should bear in mind that the effective pro- 
tection of the coasts is at present at Fortress 
Monroe. It consists of a fleet of twenty 
warships, armed with high-power guns, 
under the command of an American 
Admiral. 

If that fleet were to take the offensive no 
Spanish warships would venture near the 
American coasts. Those ships would not 
be able to protect Cuba orthemselves. The 
American vessels would sweep around the 
island and gather them in. Any Spanish 
ships which might make their appearance 
in American ports would have surrendered 
first. 

THe Trreune does not see that any good 
can be accomplished in this exclusively 
Socuthern coast defense associatiyg. As for 
the “ bettemnent of South Atlantic and guif 
harbors,” which is the other topic to be 
considered, ernst has done a great deal 
already. It has expended millions on those 
“ betterments,”’ and has often done so fool- 
ishly. It should be checked in its extrava- 
gance and not urged to spend more on ports 
and rivers which never will have any 


commerce. 


Sic. Ractnt is a living although incarcerat- 
ed example of the melancholy fact that a 
man can be too much of a genius for his 
own peace of mind. Racini is a popular 
baritone of Venezuela, and scored such a 
hit in the opera “ Ernani’’ at Caracas that 
the audience insisted on an encore of a cer- 
tain aria.

What they want 
is quantity and pienty of it, and no baritone 
who knows how to sing should risk appear- 
ing in Caracas uniess under Marquis of 
Queensbury rules, strictly observed. Sig. 
Racini in the meantime will be able to pon- 
der over his fatal gift of song and the fatal 
gift of persisténce possessed by his auditors. 
When he gets out of jail he should insist on 
the presence of a Board of Arbitration be- 
fore venturing again on the stage.

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What the Greenback Endless Chain 
Costs the Taxpayers. 

The principal argument against the retire- 
ment of the greenbacks is that they save to 
the government the interest on $346,000,000 
of bonds. The Controller of the Currency in 
his recent report controverts this proposi- 
tion and shows that as an economical prop- 
osition it would have been cheaper for the 
government if it had issted bonds for the 
full amount of the outstanding greenbacks 
in 1870, called them in, and canceled them. 
If tha: had been done the cost to the present 
time would have been in round figures, count- 
ing principal and interest, $742,000,000, 
whereas the cost and liability of maintain- 
ing the redemption of the notes has been, in 
principal and interest, $1,100,000,000, show- 
ing a difference of over $300,000,000 in favor 
of paying off and canceling the greenbacks 
in 1879, when specie payments were resumed. 
This does not make any agcount of the cost 
of maintaining the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing and of keeping the notes in good 
condition. It may be said that a part of the 
money obtained from the later issues of 
bonds has been used to pay current expenses 
of the government and is therefore not 
chargeable to the cost of greenback redemp- 
tion. On the other hand, it is reasonably 
certain that but for the greenbacks no new 
issues of bonds would have been made. They 
could not have been made without new legis- 
lation. The government would have worked 
along somehow without borrowing. Bond 
issues for current expenses would not have 
been tolerated. Congress would have been 
compelled to cut down current expenses or 
to increase current income. It might nave 
made some small temporary loan whcn the 
deficit first showed itself, but it would not 
have issued bonds running a long term of 
years to meet a temporary deficit. Public 
opinion would not have tolerated such waste.

The “ Hearings” of Selfish interests. 
New York Post (free trade): ‘The “ hear- 
ings” of persons representingor wishing to. 
represent protected industri¢g begin again * 
today at Washington. These hearings are 
probably the greatest scandal connected 
with the wholetariff system. There is hard- 
ly a rule of evidence or of good morals which 
they do not violate. In the first place, the 
witnesses are not examined on oath, so that 
they can make any statement, however false 
or reckless, without fear of penal conge- 
quences, and nevertheless the object of these 
hearings is to furnish a basis for legislation. 
In the next place, they are interested wit- 
nesses; that is, they have a strong pecuniary 
interest in the effect they p ce on the 
mind of the committee. In othér words, a 
well-told lie or exaggeration may bring them 
great wealth. In the third place, they are 
examined in the absence of the opposing 
party.. The consumers, whose interest it is 
that the protectionists should not get what 
they want, are not represented at all. It 
may be said they might be represented if 
they chose, but few consumers have a direct 
interest in the tariff. The possible effect on 
prices is in each individual case too small 
to warrant the expense of going to Washing- 
ton and staying there, and the vexation of 
appearing before a hostile committee to be 
worried and browbeaten by the high tariff 
men. This fact alone ought to. make the 
committee an investigating committee act- 
ing solely in behalf of the country at 
This the cominittee never is. It sits, not to 
ascertain whether a manufacturer ought to 
have any protection at all, or to ing 
his reasons by the methods of a hostile or 
suspicious crose-examiner, but as friendly 
patrons to take his own account of the 
amount of protection he desires.

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All Desire a Specific Duty—Danger 
of the Bounty System. 


Washington, D: €., Dec. 80,—The third day 
of the tariff hearings given by the Ways 
and Means committee was devoted to the 
sugar schedule. f 

Four interests were represented, the im- 
porters, cane-growers, beet-raisers, and re- 
finers. 

The tmporters were heard first, John Farr 
of New York.opening thé argument. Their 
recommendations, as presented by Mr. Farr, 
were: 

First—On all sugars testing 75 degrees a 
duty of-1 cent a pound, adding .8 cent per 
degree to 100 degrees. . 

Second—An additional duty of one-fourth 
of a cent differeritial on all sugars above 
16 Dutch standard in color to prevent refiners 
from. entering refined sugars at the same 
duty as raw sugars of the same tést. 

Third—An additional discriminating duty 
on all sugars from bounty paying countries, 
with authority to the President to raise or 
lower. duties on: goods from these countries 
as the bounties were raised or lowered. This 
scheme, the importers estimated, would 
yield the government a revenue of $50,000,000 
per year, the amount of sugar paying duty 
being 1,500,000 tons, the average polariscope 
test being 92 degrees. 


Sugar Valuation Too High. 

In reply to questionsfrom Chairman Ding- 
ley Mr. Farr declared there was no under- 
valuation of sugars imported now, but ow- 
ing to the strict interpretation of the law 
by the customs officials the tendency was 
to pay more duty than the law called for. 
Appraisals were made on the basis of the 
estimated values in Trinidad and other 
countries where there were no market val- 
ues. 

. What would you say,” asked Mr. Ding- 
ley, “ to the statement. furnished the com- 
mittee by Henry A. Brownof Massachusetts 
that the Invoiced value of all sugar im- 
ported in 1893 was an average of 3.10 cents 


a pound under the Londen valuation?” 


Mr. Farr considered that statement un- 
truthful and entirely theoretical. London 
values were not representative, as Germaay 
had absorbed the business. Loadon prices 
on cane were merely nominal. 

Mr. Farr Was questioned by Mr. Payne 
of New York on the effects of the operations 
of the Américan Sugar Refining company 
on the business. The importer asserted that 
only in occasional bargains could the Amer- 
ican Refining company buy its goods cheaper 
than other firms, Its influence had been id 
reduce the price of sugar: throughout the 
world. Under the present differential rate 
of three-tenths of a cent the importations 
of the last.-year had been 65,000,000 tons 
larger than ever before. . A differential rate 
of one-fourth cent a pound would enable 
the soft White sugars to compete with the 
centrifugal refined. 


Desires of the Sagar Trade. 


Solou Humphreys of New York; Chairman 
of a committee appointed by the sugar trade, 
explained the difficulties of an ad valorem 
tariff on sugar and made a plea for a specific 
system. The change, he said, was unani- 
mously demanded by the trale. Ad valorem 
valuations were unjust and impractical on 
account of @uctuations in prices. The sugar 
schedule had given the Treasury Department 
more trouble than any other feature of the 
tariff act now in force. It had been esti- 
mated by the department that it would 
yield a revenue of. $43,000,000, but for the 
last year the revenue had been less than 
$30,000,000, and under existing conditions 
it would not exceed $21,000,000 for the cur- 
rent year. 

Higher prices for raw sugar undoubtedly 
would be the result of the,achedule asked, 
Mr. Humphreys continued, but the advance 
would be so small it: would not be felt by the 
average family. A duty beginning at three- 


fourths of a cent at 75 degrees would yield 


$43,000,000 revenue. Production of sugar 
was now regulated by consumption and no 
reduction in prices could be expected for 
several years. 

Speaking of bounties, Mr. Humphreys de- 
Glared they were a disorganizing factor 
in the sugar business of .the world. The 
German government recently had raised the 
bounty to something over one-fourth of a 
eent a pound, which enabled Germany to 
dispose of all: her surplus product. The 
system was working ruin to all the British 
islands so that they must resort to the same 
scheme or go out of the business. Instead 
of one-tenth of a cent on bounty sugar im- 


‘ported into this country the additional duty 


should equal the bounties. 

P. J. Smith, another New York importer, 
made a brief argument against ad valorem 
duties. ‘ 

Spenks for the Cane-Growers. 


Col. J. D. Hill of New Orleans, represent- 
ing the Cane Growers’ Association of Louisi- 
ana, was the first to speak for the producer. 
He argued for a restoration of the duty of 
the act of 1888. He spoke of the stimulation 
produced by the bounty act of 1890 with the 
duty imposed therein on refined sugar, and 
frankly said if a similar provision could be 
made in the prospective law and its perma- 
nence guaranteed the sugar producers would 
prefer it. But all things considered, they 
asked for a re@nactment of the provisions 
in the act of 1883. He. produced figures to 
show the reduction of price of refined sugar 
under the operation of that act at the times 
when the crops were being marketed to show 
the, benefits to the country at large from 
home ; competition. Col. Hill laid special 
stress'on the dangers arising from the dis- 
position of. all continental countries pro- 
ducing sugar to give export bounties. He 
said t no industry offered so wide and so 
distributive results as the sugar industry, 
and he gave many figures to show the wide- 
spread stimulus it gave to other industries. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Johnson of 
North Dakota Col. Hill expressed the opin- 
ion that with the protection asked the cane 
and beet sugar industries of the United 
States could produce enough sugar to sup- 
ply the consumption ofthis country. He 
further declared that he had' not the slightest 
doubt if the bounty of 1890 had been con- 
tinued during the term of years provided for 
the sugar growers would have supplied the 
consumption by the time the bounty period 
expired. 


What the Growers Desire. 


The cane-growers asked: 

First--That specific duties dependent on 
both polariscopic test and color standard be 
imposed in lieu of ad valorem duties. 

Second—That commencing with 1.4 cents 
for sugar testing 75° and under 16° Dutch 
standard the rate be proportionately in- 
oTrhird: That duti 

rd-~-i hat duties equal to export bounties 
be imposed to offset thern. Aeoaeerag 

Fourth—A proportionate duty on molasses. 

Fifth—That the new law have effect from 
the passage of the act. 

Sixth—That reciprocity treaties, if edopt- 
ed, be without injury to the domestic sugar 
industry, on lines which recognize the over- 
shadowing importance of developing sugar 
production in the United States, and by such 
methods as insure a protection equivalent to 
that suggested. 

J..H. Sypher of this city was‘ealled by 
Chairman ley and gave it as his opinion 


‘that the cost of refining by the sugar trust 


was not: to. exceed one-fourth one cent, 
while the cost-of refining in Lo would 
perhaps reach three-eighths of oné cent. 

Mr. Humphreys was recalled and asked the 
cost of refining sugar, but he sald he did. not 
care to set his opinion against actual re- 
finers.

Keeps Capital Out of Beet Sugar. 

Cost of labor, uncertainty as to legislation, 
export bounties in other countries, and de 
cline in prices were all operating to keep 
capital out of investment in beet sugar 
Germany now pays 27, 8244, and 38 5-1¢ 
cents per hundred pounds export bountie 
according to the quality of the sugar, an 
could afford to sell sugar in New bet at 
18% cents per hundred pounds less: than 
American producers, ahd occasionally to 
sell surplus products below the cost. Give 
Americans a reasonable bounty, guaranteed 
to continue for a reasonable time, and thry 
would work wonders. The American was now 
obliged to compete with African cheap labor, 
as Egypt in the last fiscal year had sent 
$3,257,000 worth of sugar to the, United 
States in British bottoms, which carried no 
return cargoes. With wars in Cuba and the 
Philippines cutting off supplies from those 
islands, -Germany was. endeayoring to 
capture the American market. 

For reasons supposedly commercial, Con- 
gress had, in 1876, legislated for free entry 
of sugar from Hawaii. This treaty had 
never met favor with the people, had cos. 
$48,000,000, and had not greatly increased 
our exportstothat country. The estimated 
duties remitted by the United States on 
Hawalian sugar are $61,000,000, _He thought 
it was unjust to encourage these importa- 
tions at the expense of revenue and our 
home producers. He urged the abrogation 
of the agreement. 

Speaking of the conflicting interests in- 
volved in giving adequate protection to the 
sugar growers, he pointed to the sugar 
refiners who bought and refined the foreign 
product, and to the millers of flour and others 
who desired to use sugar in reciprocity agree- 
ments, to obtain concessions for themselves. 
The refiners wanted the lowest possible -luty 
on raw and the highuvst on refined. . While 
owing to the condition of the Treasury it 
might not be feasible to réénact the bounty 
scheme of 1890, he thought the. dual systen 
proposed by the Senate amendments to the 
Mills bill in 1888, which imposed a duty 
and also gave a bounty, was now entirely 
practicable. 


Against Recipreoeity. 


Mr. Oxnard took strong grounds against 
any reciprocity. He thought a dual policy 
(both duty and bounty) would be fair to all 
interests and jeopardize none. Such a pol- 
icy, he sald, would increase the revenue out 
of which the bounty could be paid and would 
encourage the sugar industry.. The schedule 
he proposed was a duty of one cent per pound 
on all sugars testing 75° or less, three cents 
per hundred pounds additional. for each de- 
gree between 75° and 06°, and four cents per 
hundred pounds for every additional] degree 
between 06° and 100°, with one-fourth of a 
cent differential on sugars. above’ 16° 
Dutch standard. He asked for the McKinley 
duty on molasses and contravyailing, duties 
against bounty paying countries on both raw 
and refined sugars. The bounty. he pro- 
posed was three-fourths of a cent per pound, 
one-fourth to go off at the end of each four 
years, the whole bounty to cease in twelve 
years. 

“ Do you believe that a bounty would be 
permanen?’’ asked Mr. Payne. ‘*‘ Yow re- 
member in '94 you opposed on the ground 
that it could not be made permanent.”’ 

“ Yes,” replied Mr. Oxnard, “I think it 
would be permanent, because I believe the 
Republican party will continue in power.” 

“ Why?" asked Mr. Wheeler, “* because it 
has restored prosperity?’ 

Mr. Oxnard did not reply to thie nor to Mr. 
Payne when he asked facetiously: if*he be- 
lieved this because of the encouragement 
given the Kepublican party in the t sugar 
States and the close squeeze in the Senate. 

Mr. Oxnard, in anewer to questions from 
Mr. McMillin, said that the Eastern and 
Western refineries had divided. the American 
markets between them and agreed not to in- 
fringe on each other's territery, the iie- 
wailan treaty helping that agreement. 


Senator Perkins’ Idea. 


Senator Perkins of California presented an 
argument in favor of the imposition of a 
specific tax of one and one-half cents a 
pound on imported raw sugars. He showed 
that the consumption of imported sugar by 
the United States is about 1,700,000 tons a 
year, all of which, if the sugar interest is 
protected, he said, can be produced in a few 
years within our borders. He showed that 
the area capable of producing beet sugar 
was sufficient to more than supply the de- 
mand of the United States, and that sugar 


beets ean be raised on soil ranging in char- 


acter from the alkali plains of the Pecos 
River in Utah to the rich soil of Califor- 
nia. He pointed out the fact that France 
alone produced sugar beets enough to man- 
ufacture all the sugar that we import, and 
that Germany is a still greater 
producer of sugar of this oharac- 
Austria is also a large producer. 


Speaks for the Farmers. 


Herbert Myrick, President of the Orangé~ 


Judd company, spoke-in the interest of the 
farmer. His argument was exhaustive, and 
was largely devoted to showing the ad- 
vantage of the production in this country of 
the sugar consumed here. It was an cconom- 
ic crime, he said, to compel American farm- 
ers to raise staples in competition with the 
cheap land and labo: countries, with which 
to pay for imported sugar, besides.standing 

They 
have found by experience and scientific tests 
that from the Hudson River to the Pacific, 
from the Carolinas to the lakes, they can 
grow sugar beets as rich or richer tmsaccha- 
rine contents than those of Europe. “They 
want factoties established to afford. .« mar- 
ket for these sugar beets, which they are 
willing to furnish at from $4 to $5/per ton. 
At these prices the crop is a profitable one. 
Every acre devoted to it will by so much re- 
duce the competition in other branches of 
farming. 

What stands in the way of the American 
beet sugar industry, he said, was mainly 
European competition. What is needed, he 
said, is a reasonable specific duty on all im- 
ported sugar, with an additiona! discriminat- 
ing duty from countries paying an expert 
bounty equal to that bounty. . Then, with 
such aid as the various States and localities 
interested may offer. to .secure. sugar fac- 
tories, the beet sugar industry could be put 
en its feet in this country within a very few 
years. <5 

The sugar beet industry, he said, was on 
the high road to success under the McKinley 
law. Its repeal had brought it to a stand- 
still. Farmers realized that the time had 
come to look out for Number One, and they 
proposed. to do it. They. will reward the 
party that stands by them and punish the 
party that goes back on the farmers.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 30.—The Repub- 
Hean caucus committee appointed to draft

conference to secure the reéstablishment of 
bimetallism was in session for two hours 
today, and. when it adjourned had agreea 
upon, a bill to be presented to the Repub- 
lican.caucus, which will be held soon after 
the assembling of Congress next Tuesday. 

The bill agreed upon is brief, and. merely 
confers updn the President the right to ap- 


| point delegates “to any conference which 


may be called which has for its object the re- 
establishment of bimetallism.”’ It does not 
distribute the selection of delegates as did 
the legislation of the Fifty-third Congress 
between the President and the two Houses 
of Congress, and moreover leaves the num- 
ber to be selected entirely to the discretiovu 
of the Yresident. 

Senator Wolcott gave the committee a full 
aecount of his conference with President- 
elect McKinley, from which he had just re- 
turned, reassuring’ them of Mr. McKinley's 
hearty interest in the committee’s proceed- 
ings and his earnest desire to do all in his 
power to carry into.execution the promise 
of the St. Louis convention to secure inter- 
national bimetallism if possibie. 

It was announced after the close of the 
conference today that the committee would 
press for early consideration of its bill with 
the hope of securing all the legislation 
needed at this session, so that Mr. McKin- 
ley could take whatever steps he might 
deem “proper to carry it into effect im- 
mediately upon entering upon his duties as 
President. It was intimated that he was 
anxious to. have a corference next spring, 
and have it under way by the time the tariff 
should be up for consideration. It was aiso 
stated by members of the committee that 
they were hopeful of securing a conference, 
and also that they were “* by no means hope- 
less as to the results” of such a conference 
when once secured.

SOME QUEERLY DIRECTED LETTERS 


Cellection Being Made in Second 
Auditer Farrow’s Office. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 30.—[Special.}— 
Queerly directed letters are received daily 
at the Second Auditor’s office, where claims 
for pensiens growing out of,the rebellion are 
considered, and it is a mystery how some of 
these letters ever reach their destination. 

One of the receiving clerks in the office of 
the Second Auditor has begun making a col- 
lection of envelopes received at his office, 
and some of the most striking superscrip- 
tions are to be seem on the white envelopes 
tacked upon the door of this particular room. 

Probably one of the most original and 
unique directions reads as follows: 

“The Onerble 2d Orderty Unnided States 
Dreshury, Washington,. D. 'C.’’ 

An Englishwoman wishing to make no 
mistake about her letter in regard to a pen- 
sion reaching the proper destination wrote 
upon the envelope in a plain, feminine 
chirography : 

“Treasury Department, Navy Depart- 
ment, office of Auditor War Office, Wash- 
ington, North America.” 

T. Stobo Farrow is the Second Auditor, to 
whom all matters relating to pensions are 
referred, but an envelope which came to him 
recently was sent by a person who was over- 
anxious that its contents should fal! into 
proper hands. Accordingly the whole front 
of the envelope was utilized with the follow- 
ing superscription: 

My Hon. T, Stobo Farrow, Auditor for the 
War Department, Executive Official Busi- 
wo Rosco yp i the ng soto for the War De- 

ent, Treasur - 
ton. Dc: - y partment, Washing 
t the bottom of this inscription were the 
words: “In Haste,”’ and across the left- 
hand side of the envelope was written “‘ Im- 
portant.”. Whoever wanted this pension 
took unusual pains to have the letter P48) 
astray, but it finally reached the proper offi- 
cia! and is now on file at the War Depart- 
ment. 

A disciple of Ole Olson in the lumber re- 
gions of Wisconsin wanted to get a pension 
from.Unele Sam and his communication was 
addressed to: 

“ The Scacend Orieter of the Panson Buro 
Washington, D. C.”’ 

This letter finally reached the Second Audi- 
or. 

Some applicant for a pension has not kept 
up very well with the changes in the Pension 
Bureau or else he would not have addressed 
his letter: 

“Mr. Gen’'l Ramm Washington, D. Cc.” 

This letter fell into the hands of Green B. 
Raum, formerly Commissioner of Pensions, 
and he saw to it that it reached its proper 
destination. Another letter to the Second

[IS SECRETARY OLNEY THE BIGGER MAN? 


“Magwump View of His Importance in 
» the Cleveland Administration— 
The Big Swath He Has Cut. 


Springfield Republican: In all the most 
controverted acts of Mr. Cleveland’s second 
administration, save the bond issues, Rich- 
ard Olney has borne a conspicuous part. In 
future years when thi« administration shall 
be referred to, whose name, after that of the 
President himself, will it first recall toevery 
one’s mirc? The nameof Richard Olney be- 
fore all the rest. 

Consider the record. 
advised the sending of Blount to Hawaii asa 
diplomatic officer, paramount to the Minister 
of the United States himself, without the ad- 
vice or consent of the Senate. Such a thing 
was unusual, and it was severely criticised 
as a violation of the Senate’s constitutional 
right to have high diplomatic officers ap- 

inted subject to its confirmation. The at- 
tempt to restore the Queen, Lilivokalani, 
after our government had recognized the 
provisional de facto government that suc- 
ceeded her in Hawali, was due more to Sec- 
retary Gresham, yet it was generally be- 
lieved that Secretary Olney also was an ad- 
viser of that policy. 

It was Secretary Oiney as Attorney-Gener- 
al who incurred bitter criticism in certain 
quarters because the administration made 
no attempt to enforce the anti-trustlaw. He 
studied its provisions, evidently, concluded 
that the law was defective, and did nothing 
more about it, thus making himself the judge 
of the law’s effectiveness instead of actually 
testing it in the courts in such a way that the 
whole country could see. Whatever the 
merits of that course may have been, it be- 
came a characteristic of the administration 
and Mr. Olney was responsible for it. 

As Attorney-Gefieral Mr. Olney effected 
another, the greatest stroke of his life, bar- 
ring one, by his action regarding the Chicago 
railroad strikes. This was so conspicuous 
an act that there is no need + review its de- 
tails. The Secretary used all the power he 
could grasp to wield the judicial process of 
injunction as a weapon to crush the strike, 
and, in harmony with his advice, also, the 
President sent United States troops to Chi- 
cago to force the passage of the mails, with- 
out having received any request for them 
from the Governor of the State, which was 
wholly unprecedented, under the circum- 
stances, in our history. This act, with per- 
haps one exception, was more bitterly as- 
sailed than any other act of Mr. Olney’s of- 
ficial career. 

In his conduct of the Venezuelan boundary 
case Mr. Olney, now become Secretary of 
State, took a step in the management of our 
foreign relations that was fully as unprece- 
dented as was his action during the Chicago 
strikes in our domestic concerns. He applied 
the Monroe doctrine to a boundary dispute, 
which had never been done before since the 
doctrine was first given definite form. This 
step was as bitterly denounced by one class 
of critics as the Secretary’s course regarding 
the strike had been by another class. His 
claims regarding the sovereignty of the 
United States on these continents, too, met 
with a storm of disapproval from very many 
scholars, students, and professional men. 

The Secretary's latest, and probably his 
last, great stroke is his claim of. exclusive 
power for the Executive in the recognitidmof 
foreign governments. Here again we find 
his Interpretation vehemently opposed. We 
have mentioned none of these cases for pur- 

of criticism, either friendly or un- 
friendly, but simply to show how great a part 
Mr. Olney has played in nearly all the im- 
pattast episodes of this administration.
